be bi Ought to bear to force his resig 
nation, out that if the heads of the 
other departments repudiated him hi 
would resign without waiting for the 
report of the congressional investigat 
ing committee. 
W hen asked whethei 
he had read the dispatch refered to 
M r Ballinger said:

stopped working and Larsen was at 
the mercy of the waters hardly less 
violent than those above.

About IO at night the five left Two 
Harbors in a small gasoline launch for 
a hunting and fishing trip to L ittle 
Castle 
Danger, arriving

They anchored the launch about IOO

from 
shore and landed

rowboat. 
Soon 
the 
wind

blow hard, and they decided to return 
to the launch and take her to an anch­ 
orage where she would be safe. 
Edwin Strand, the youngest of the 
party, was left on shore, and the oth­ 
ers rowed oui to the launch 
Sullivan, 
Strand 
and Amundsen

launch and started the engine, and 
Johnson started to row back to shore. 
Johnson hail gone but a short distance 
when his craft capsized and sank, and 
he barely managed to swim to shore.
